JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 


Dates from this port are down to the 15th May. The 
following items are from the Overland Japan Times, the Japan 
Herald has not reached us. 

We have to note with regret the departure of Mr. Von 
Brandt, Prussian Consul, who left us by the Dupleix on the 
12th May. This gentleman arrived here with the Prussian Lega- 
tion in 1860, when the treaties were exchanged, and returned in 
1863 to take charge of Prussian interests, as Consul of this 
port. None of the Consular Board has shown himself better 
able to win from his fellow countrymen confidence and respect, 
from his colleagues, esteem and regard. Mr. Von Brandt 
carries with him the good wishes of all who have known him in 
Yokohama, 

We have no other diplomatic news, save that the Ministers 
and the Gorogio are engaged in discussing the Tariff as proposed 
by the Chamber of Commerce. It is rumoured that the native 
authorities are inclined to raise the estimated average value of 
silk. This must be resisted. The present state of things, or 
rather that which has existed for the past three years here, is 
quite abnormal ; in fact we are inclined to consider the estimate 
as named by the Chamber too favourable to the Tycoon. 

The head-quarters of the 9th Regiment arrived from Hong 
Kong on the 9th in H.M.S. Adventure. The detachment con- 
sists of 19 officers, 340 rank and file, 8 women and 4 children, 
under the command of Colonel Knox, who now becomes Com- 
mandant of the Garrison. The men have been landed and 
appear in good health and spirits. The 20th, so long our com- 
panions and protectors, leave us on the 17th by the same 
ship for Hong Kong, A detachment of 80 men and most of the 
women and children will remain here under the command of 
Lieutenant Webster will likewise be left be- 
Major Francis, Captain Johnstone, and Lieut. 
Harris remain on leave. 

The itchibou difficulty is forcing itself on the attention of 
our merchants. The subject is so important, and we are 80 
loath to take up the subject without being able to treat it 
in a thoroughly exhaustive manner, that we defer its con- 
sideration until our next publication, It suffices to say that 
we are on the eve of a financial crisis, and that nothing 
but a very bold and decisive measure will save our import 
market from a disastrous collapse. 

Turning to the social matters, a Garrison Raco Meeting 
has really been the most noteworthy incident of the time. 
We have the greatest pleasure in announcing that the Yoko- 
hama community, represented by their very energetic Race 
Committeo, have arrangeda Summer Meeting for the 19th and 
20th June. We have every belief, too, that the new racecourse 
will be immediately begun. he

HE. Sir Harry and Lady Parkes entertained the elite of 
the community with a most brilliant ball on the night of 
Thursday the 10th, which went off very successfully ; as many 
as nineteen ladies were present, which, for a swall place like 
this, is a most unusual number. 

Some weeks ago] our contemporary, the Japan Herald re- 
ferred in a most unjustifiable manner to some charges brought 
by a man of the name of Woodward, surgeon in the 20th 
Regiment, against our chaplain, the Rev, M. Buckworth Bailey. 
We have the pleasure of announcing that this calumny has been 
at last officially and publicly refuted. A court of inquiry was 
held some wecks since by which the charges brought against 
the Rev. Mr. Bailey were thoroughly examined and pronounced 
groundless. His assailant, Surgeon G. P. M. Woodward, of IL.M.’s 
2nd 20th Regiment was sent down to Hong Kong in the Ad- 
venture on her last trip. He was thero immediately offered the 
alternative of making an ample apology or of standing his trial 
by court-martial. Be chose the former course, and, accordingly, 
on the arrival of the Adventure, a despatch from Surgeon Wood- 
ward to the Commandaut at Hong Kong was made public in 
which he fully apologises to the rev. geutleman and confesses 
that the charges he preferred against him were without founda- 
tion. This was read by order of General Guy before the whole 
of the officers of all departments of the garrison of Yokohama 
on tho 11th. 

The weather has been by no racans favourable, great varia- 
tions of temperature having been experienced. These have had a 
pernicious effect on the new crop of silk, so that the prospects of 
the coming scason are by no means satisfactory. ‘he natives re- 
port that a severe and sudden frost ou the morning of the 2nd, 
witha coldrain or hailduring the previous night, very seri 
ously damaged the mulberry trees—we can vouch from pers: 
observation of the truth of this statement as regards almost the 
‘whole of the Hatchogee districts. ‘The Japanese assert that 
Mybashi and Sinchu have suffered ina similar way. In the 
low-lying countries the leaves were well out, and travelling on 
the Ist May through some 25 miles of mulberry plantations, we 
remarked the extremely healthy appearance of the trees. On the 
following day, passing through part of thesameand other districts, 
thetrees were seen in tnany cases blackened by the frost. The eggs, 
unfortunately, are hatching fast, and the prospects of some 
districts are certainly gloomy. At the same time the evil 
must not be exaggerated. All the other grounds where the 
leaf was not so soon out escaped completely. 

This variable weather has been exceedingly dangerous to 
the health of persons careless of themselves. We are in- 
formed that one or two cases of smallpox have occurred, but 
we have no fear of its spreadi ion, 
ygcements exist at the sima On the whole, 
however, we have much to congtatulate ourselves upon as 
regards the season, which has becn  singululy pleasaut and 
cool,

CHINA, 

TIEN-TSIN. 

A letter from this port of 17 May states :— 

“ Newchwang is taken by rebels, and gunboats have gone to 
the protection of Ying-tse (the residence of foreigners, about 
thirty miles). ‘The British bark Swnrise, of Melbourne, has 
been wrecked in trying to get off the Island, where 
she got on last November, She now lies on the starboard side, 
with water to her between decks beam if not above them. 
Mr. Morrison, who has several times been reportered murdered, 
was heard from a few days since by friends at Peking. Ile 
wrote from the capital of Shautung where be was well known, 
and ho was well, or at Icast had little the matter with him.” 

SHANGHAL, 

Dates are down to the morning of the 24th May. There is 
scarcely any news to add to our issue of the 9th inst. The ful- 
lowing items are from the Commercial Record -— 

‘Che monthly meeting of the Muuicipal Council took place on 
tho 8th, when the reports from the commitices were hauded in 
and passed, and other routine business transacted. There are 
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few points of importance to notice. A letter has been received 
from the United States Consul General relative to the Sampan 
Office opposite Messrs. Augustine Heard and Co.’s but through 
some omission is not given in the report, Perrnission has been 
granted for the erection of a new boat-house on the Soochow 
creck above Will’s-bridge, but the Secretary of the Boat Club 
has been referred to the Harbour Master as to extending it into 
the river further than low water mark, on the grounds that the 
Couucil have not jurisdiction beyond that point. As 
regards the Yangkingpang, the Council aro of opinion that the 
work of clearing it out should bs procecded with in the hope 
of completing them before the hot weather fairly sets in. A 
draft contract for lighting the Scttlement has been placed in 
the hands of the finance committee for their approval. The 
Chamber of Commerce are taking steps to revise the scale of 
wharfage dues ; a measure desirable on account of the unequal 
manner in which these taxes press upon the various classes 
of goods in proportion to their values. According to the old 
scale a bale of silk, value probably Tis. 300, paid 5 cents, while, 
as coming under the head of “ miscellaneous,” a case of wine, 
perhaps worth Tis. 8 to Tis. 10. paid 2 cents, or some 10 to 
12 times as much, ad valorem, It is a matter of surprise that 
this inequality has not been taken notice of sooner, and it is 
to be hoped that the new scale will be of a more equitable 
nature. 

Several Ictters have been addressed by different mem- 
bers of the community to the Chamber of Commerce com- 
plaining of the constant departure of mail on Monday morning ; 
and asking them to exert their influence to obtain a change in 
The rule supposed to exist in the P, and O. ser- 
vice, that when the appointed day for the mail to leave fell 

a Monday the departure was to be on the Sunday 
uiorning previous, was pointed out ; but upon investigation it 
appears that the publishers of the mail card generally in use 
here, were under an error in stating such to be the case, as no 
rule of the kind exists. It is, however, to be hoped that the 
matter having been brought (forward in earnest, some steps 
may be taken to remedy the annoyance which has caused much 
complaint in Shanghai. 

‘The annual meeting of Land Renters on the French Conces- 
sion took place on the Sth inst., when the Provisional Committee 
appointed to act in October last was re-appointed for three 
months, ‘Ihe usual routine of passing the estimates, &e., was 
gone through ; but at the motion of Mr. Hogg it was decided 
raised in virtue of the Budget should be expended 
after the Provisional Committee's term of office ceased. 

A case, involving large interests, brought by the trustees of 
the estates of Duncan Fletcher and Archibald Campbell and 
the Bank of India into the Supreme Court, sitting in Bavk- 
been decided in favour of the trustees of the estates 
of Fletcher and Campbell. ‘The matter was entirely of a tech- 
nical nature, and turned2upon the question of the legal right of 
Thos. Drysdale to raise money upon certain securities which 
the trustees claimed as the property of A. Campbell and D. 
Fletcher as partucrs in the original firm of Fletcher and Co, 
The amount lent on those seouritices was as much as Tis. 
86,000, and the decision is somewhat hard upon the Bank of 
India as there can be no doubt that the sccurities were taken 
under the full impression that they were valid. 

Another case of a very different description has attracted 
some attention, namely, a claim for damages for an assault 
committed upon Mr. C. If. Dallas by Mr. ‘Tate, of Blain, Tate 
and Co, It scems that some story had got abroad in which 
Mr. Dallas’s name was‘coupled in an junpicasant way with 
Mr. Tate’s and that Mr. Dallas calling subsequently at the office 
of that gentleman, he lost his temper and first requested him 
to leave the room and then kicked him as he was going through 
the doorway. Tue jury gave damages for plaintiff to the amount 
of $400, 

A fire broke out destroying the wine store of Messrs, 
George Smith and Co, also the drug shop of Dr. Vernon. Both 
were insured. 

In the estate of Jarvie, Thorburn, and Co., Judge Hornby 
refused to allow the claims for re-exchange (25 per ceut.). 

The prohibition by the Chinese authorities to their country- 
men to employ foreign vessels in the conveyance of beancake 
from the northern ports has again been the subject of discus- 
sion, aud its injurious effect on the shipping interest pointed 
out. At the time the prohibition was issued, tho city magis- 
trates boldly denied having had anything to do with 
it, and asserted that if, as was stated in the papers, 
the proclamation was copied from the wall near the east 
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gate, it must have been put there without authority. This 
was, of course, an unqualified falsehood, and the native merchants 
were so impressed with authenticity of the document that they 
immediately declined to charter ships for the Newchwang and 
Swatow trade. The effect on the shipping intcrests was very 
quickly made manifest, for vessels which had been attracted to 
these waters by the prospect of the remuncrative trade suddenly 
found themselves deprived of every chance of employment. 
The export trade of Newchwang and Tangchow was seriously 
affected, and, in a word, through the pig-headed obstinacy of 
the Governor, a hitherto remunerative branch of commerce was 
completely cut off. The vague assurance that steps were being 
taken in the proper quarters was for a time considered suffi- 
cient, but now that some ten months have clapscd, and the 
“season is again rapidly approaching, we naturally look for the 
effect of these “steps.” Nothing has, up to the present, been 
made manifest, and we would therefore press on the attention 
of the foreign authorities the necessity for a more vigorous 
course of remonstrance than they appear to have hitherto 
adopted. 

The Friend of China notices that Mr. Dahlbach, a Swede, 
and partner in Dahlbach, Smith, and Co., had decamped with 
8 considerable sum, chiefly borrowed from Chinese. 

HONG KONG. 
“ The French mail of 17th April arrived on the 27th May. 
Dates are now down to the 30th. 

The Daily Press has the following :— 

A correspondent at Swatow, sends us very indignant com- 
‘plaints of certain acts which have been committed by American 
rosidents at that port. It is said that some of them, at any 
‘rate, seize land that does not belong to them, hold it by force, 
knock down other people’s boundary walls and misconduct 
themselves in a great varicty of ways, as if they bad been 
settlers in Missouri before the compromise instead of commer- 
cial representatives of a great Power, with the honour 
of a foreign flag to maintain. ‘Other folk” writes 
our correspondent, “cannot compete with them if they are to 
be allowed to annex property without paying for it as others 
have to do. In this case land has actually been wrested from 
the proper owner and held by force in opposition to the deci- 
sion of the Chinese authorities, against whom the citizen has 
employed an armed force with consent and advice of the Ameri- 
can Consul.” He goes on to say :—Messrs. Lincken and Co. 
having procured from the Chincse authority proper deeds for 
their ground proceed to put up a boundary wall, which is knocked 
down by Bradley and Co., who have stationed 200 armed Chi- 
neso at their office, without anything being said to them by 
Chinese officials, but when the captain of a Canton boat went 
to clear at the Customs, he was arrested at once and imprisoned 
for assisting Lincken and Co. to protect their ground. Now 
why should an American be allowed to keep an armed force of 
Chinese in his house, to act against Chinese authority and ag- 
gressively against Lincken and Co., when the said Lincken 
and Co. are not allowed a similar privilege. 

Violence of this sort is altogether unbearable, and the worst 
of it is that in a port like Swatow, a Chinese port where there 
is no supreme forcign authority to appeal to, it is difficult to 
check if the compatriots of the offenders do not take up the 
matter themselves and treat it as a personal offence against their 
common country. We give the information contained in our 
correspondent’s letter without being able to guarantec the literal 
accuracy of details, but it is very clear that the American Con- 
sul at Swatow appears to think tho duty of promoting on any 
terms the interests of individual countrymen greater than that 
of watching over them, so as to secure at the same time their 
equitable rights and the esteem of other nations. 

The following items are from the China Mail :— « 

Subscriptions have been invited for the purpose of publishing 
amap of the island of Hong Kong, and the Chinese territory for 
some fifty miles round it. Great difficulties scem to have 
stood in the way of the author in gaining the necessary infor- 
mation, for it appears that the villagers in the mountainous 
districts, have an idiotic tradition that there are deposits of 
gold in some of the clefts of their mountains and are very 
jealous of foreigners travelling over them, or examining them ; 
to such an extent does this feeling prevail, that great personal 
danger seems to have been incurred in carrying out investiga- 
tions, and gaining information ;, in many instances 
the peasants with true Chinese cunning actually 
feigning friendliness, so as to mislead with false infor- 
mation, The most important information which the map may 
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be fairly expected to afford, will be that which will afford facilities 
for tracing pirates from the bays and crecks on the coast to 
their piratical villages, which are frequently situated inland, and 
which at present are terra incognita to the crews of our gun 
boats ; for, as a general rule, the piratical junks when pursued 
make all sail for shore and run into all serts of creeks and in- 
dentations in the coast, and if fairly run to earth, beach their 
crafts and make off up the hills, whither, from ignorance of tho 
country, it is impossible to follow them. Considering the 
amount of knowledge of the surrounding country which this 
map will afford, both to the naturalist and the traveller, and in- 
directly the benefits which may result to the commercial world 
of Hong Kong by the increased facility of guarding our shores, 
it is evident that little trouble will arise in getting subscriptions 
enough to place the map in the hands of the lithographer. 

Of local news there is nothing very important to record. 
The attention of the Government has been drawn through the 
channel of a Sanitary Commission to the horrible state of the 
Western or Chinese quarter of town, with respect to drainage 
and other sanitary arrangements. The whole subject has been 
fully discussed in the daily papers, and descriptions have been 
given of the filthy dens and crazy Chinese lodging houses of 
‘Yaipinshan, which do not in any way exaggerate in their 
account the condition of nearly one-half of Victoria 
which is truly a disgrace to a civilised community» 
and rivals the most squalid Indian or Chinese vil- 
lage. A great difficulty no doubt exists in organising ade- 
quate ineans for obtaining proper supervision over the 
Arabs who live or rather exist in the wretched hovels which, 
cover this pestilent region, os the inhabitants are essentially 
nomadic in their habits, and migrate wherever and whenever 
gain or plunder may afford a lure, for they are nearly all pro- 
fessional thieves; those who have some ostensible means of 
livelihood, such as pig or goat keeping, are like the Chinese 
fishermen when times are slack, and may fairly be called land 
pirates, for they will all join a burglar’s gang when eztra 
hands are wanted, and make an attack on any unguarded 
house. 

The White Adder, with seven companies of the 11th Regi- 
mont, left on the morning of tho 2th May, the authorities 
wisely deciding that any little risk of small-pox being carried 
on board by her passengers would be almost infinitesimal con- 
sidering the precautions which have been taken, while the ex- 
citement and change of the voyage would in itself act strongly 
against any such contingency. ‘Ihe Far East is still lying in a 
sort of quarantine ; no fresh cases of small-pox have occurred 
on board her, and we believe an early date is named for her 
departure. 

A French opera company have arrived from Shanghai, which 
it is to be hoped will receive cordial support from the com- 
munity. The great difficulty which stands in the way at 
present is the want of a suitable building for their performances ; 
the garrison tkeatre is too small and not well adapted for 
sound, but this will be the only available building, and they 
must make the best of it they can under these circumstances. 
We wish them every success, more especially under the diffi- 
culties they will have to encounter. 

Just as we are going to press we Jearn that a combined Bri- 
tish and Chinese expedition has started té attack the piratical 
haunts on the West Coast. Commander’St. John, R.N., has the 
command of the British gunboats, and a military force from 
Canton will rendezvous with the latter and proceed to the at- 
tack, The Prefect of Canton proceeds as Chinese Civil Com- 
missioner, and is aceompanied’by Mr. W. F. Mayers, British Vice- 
Consul at Canton, as British Commissioner. 











COCHIN CHINA. 
SAIGON, 

We notice from the Courrier de Saigon that the port of Sai- 
gon is now declared a free port, the importation and exportation 
of all kinds of merchandise, with the exception of opium and 
arms, are free and subject to no duties. This isa step in the 
right direction and one more instance of the necessity of free 
ports, such as the Straits Settlements, in tho Kast. 








JAVA, 

Dates from Batavia are to the 1st June. 

Pirates continue to rove about o1i the coast of Borneo ; seven 
large boats ave been scen off Singkawang. The Dutch men- 
of-war are in scarch of them. 

News has come to hand from tho expedition against tho 
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Pasoemah (Palembang, Sumatra) ; on the 25th April the troops 
entered the Pasoemah territory, and on the 26th came before 
the fortified place of Penandingnan, which, after a fight lasting 
six hours, was taken. The natives defended the place with 
great courage, the troops being three times repulsed. The loss 
of the Dutch was 12 killed and 51 wounded, Several chiefs 
came in to submit, but it is expected that those in the interior 
will fight to the last. 

Nothing of great interest is reported from the seat of war on 
the west coast of Borneo. One of the principal chiefs, Prince 
Mas Widjaja, has put to death a native envoy of the Govern- 
tment who had instructions to lay before him the conditions on 
which his submission would be accepted. 

The troops on the south and east ‘coast of Borneo, will be 
put on a peace footing in July. Fighting there is now at aa 
end, and the natives seem to be satisfied with the new state 
of affairs. 

The Dutch schooner Union (Francis owner), from Padang to 
Batavia, was wrecked on the island of Engano, and the ship 
plundered by the natives. A Dutch man-of-war was imme- 
diately despatched to the locality. 


STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE. Le 

Our dates hence are to the 7th June. 

The question of the transference of the Settlement to the 
Crown still continued to occupy the most prominent place in 
local politics, and dissatisfaction was increasing at the anoma- 
lous position in which its affairs are allowed to remain. Some 
atteation had been called to the military charges which the 
Settlement(is called upon to provide out of its revenue, These 
are altogether disproportioned to the forca maintained, and 
seem to havo increased yearly, during the past five years, 
without any appreciable increase to the avaible force, until at 
the present time the annual military outlay hes reached close 
upon £80,000, Had this increase of expenditure secured an 
improved or increased available force, which it has not, it would 
still be unjustifiable. Beyond the consequent waste of money, 
too, under this head, the Settlement obtains thereby a reputa- 
tion for costliness of support which it is to be feared has much 
deferred the completion of our transfer, 

Another subject that has attracted notice lately is the 
crowded condition in which vessels are allowed to arrive and 
depart with China passengers, Legislation on this subject has 
been long required—long before the transfer was dreamed of — 
and the total absence of any up to the present time serves, 
with many other unsupplied wants, to show that the desire 
for separation from the India Office is not an idle outcry. 

Commercially, Singapore suffers somewhat, in sympathy with 
the disastrous intelligence recently received from home; but 
its material prosperity continues to show itself in the 
increase of private enterprises and the expansion and 
improvement of the town. There are new docks and 
wharves in course of construction; a coir manufactory has 
been established to utilise the husks of the cocoanut; also an 
extensive establishment for the production of grass oils, some 
of the samples of which have already obtained prizes at the 
Indian exhibitions ; and (not to mention gas and ice) other 
undertakings of a Similar nature on foot. ‘The improvements 
and additions to the town have been very extensive ; the entire 
reclamation of the sea frontage is now covered over with hand- 
some buildings, and Battery-road, formerly a narrow lave some 
15 feet wide, but forming the principal access to the harbour 
frontage, is being widened to a comfortable breadth, and its 
nes will shortly be lined by handsome and commodious ware- 

uses, 

The Straits Times complains of the way in which some of the 
superannuated European public servants are treated ; referring to 
the case of one Evan Evans, a man now altogether broken down 
and imbecile, who is led about the town by a little Chinese girl 
begging alms at the various godowns, our contemporary says :— 

“This man was Police Inspector here for six years, and had 
to leave on account of growing infirmities, and the allowance be 
now gets is exactly one dollar per month—from the police 
poor-box, We all know what a dollar a month is 
to an European in this place, and even this sum is 
granted uot as a pension, but as an elecmosynary gift, 
subject at any moment to be suspended. As far as 
our inquirics have gone, we find that there was no cause of com- 
plaint against the conduct of this man during his occupancy of 
the post of Iuspector, and that his emoval from it was duo 





only, a8 we have ‘stated, to physical disability. A great deal 
has been said lately about bribery, and of the circumstance 
that police servants grow rich on salaries barely sufficient 
for their maintenance; but really there is some show of 
palliation in the fact that not only do we keep those 
salaries down to the lowest possible limit, but make 
no provision whatever for the support of those officers who 
have to retire, from age or infirmity, before a number of years’ 
service which few can hope to fulfil in this country. It is not 
necessarf that we should add very largely to our pension list 
to remedy this evil. For men like this Evan Evans there are 
many country Taonahs and outstations where they could have 
quarters, be fed, and be clothed, as well as have that show of 
duty which would go far to preserve them in health and 
happiness. They might do some service too by their mere 
presence in such localities, but whether or no, the least we can 
do is to offer them some such asylum.” 

The Director-General of Telegraphs in India has notified to 
the Singapore Chamber of Commerce that no message can be 
received at Galle for transmission without prepeyment. 

On the Queen’s birthday, at noon, H.M.’s steamer Coquette, 
the Italian war steamer Magenta, and the Portugueso war steamer 
Maria Anna, each fired a Royal salute. The salutes fired from 
the two latter men-of-war were promptly responded to by a 
salute from Fort Canning. In the afternoon his Honour the 
Governor proceeded on a visit to the Italian war steamer 
Magenta, and on his leaving the vessel a salute of seventeen 
guns was fired. 

The British barque Welcome has been sold to a Chinese 
merchant for $4,000. 

The screw steamer Afahraita, from Calcutta and intermediate 
ports, arrived on the 24th May, brought among her passengers 
the chief officer and chief engineer of the Siamese steamer Siam, 
wrecked on the Alguada Reef, on her passage from Rangoon to 
Calcutta. Also the sole survivor of the British barque Susan, 
which vessel capsized off Pulo Jara, during a squall. 

By the Samson, arrived onthe 24th May from Labuan, in- 
telligence was received that the Dutch barque Anne and Jean- 
nette, from Labuan to Batavia with coals, was totally wrecked 
on a reef at the north end of Labuan on 2nd May. The crew 
and officers came on in the Samson, 

Tho British steamer John Bright, from Bombay, reached 
Singapore on the 28th May. On the day before, when about, 
30 miles to westward of the light-ship, she was discovered to 
be on fire in the compartment before the engine-room. Capt. 
Betham, finding the smoke too great to allow any successful 
attempt to get at the fire, battened the hatches down and 
covered them with wet sails, and flooded the ’tween-decks with 
water from the donkey engine, On arrival the hatches were 
opened, and a commencement was made to discharge the cargo, 
consisting of opium and piece goods, but the smoke of burning 
piece goods, opium, and assafatida was too great; and after 
several of the men and one officer had become insensible, the 
hatches were again closed, aud it was determined to fill 
the fore compartment, it having been ascertained by this 
time that the fire was in the hold. A quantity of oil and 
tallow had been got up by this time. Messrs, Guthrie and 
Co.’s fire engine was promptly on the spot and did excellent 
work, as well as the steam water-boat. By six o’clock in the 
morning the hatches were opened and it was found that tho 
fire was nearly extinguished. At this time there was about six 
feet water in the fore hold. Attempts were then made to get 
out the cargo, and after great difficulty from foul air, the place 
where the fire had originated was discovered to be close to the 
ship's side, so that it can only be accounted for by spontaneous 
combustion. It is impossible to state the amount of damage 
as yet, but it seems that nearly the whole of the goods in the 
forehold are more or less damaged. 

In reference to the loss of the Jeddo by fire near Anjer, with 
coolies on board from Amoy to Demerara, we append the 
captain’s statement. The Court of Inquiry held at Singapore 
in its report stated :— 

“ There is no positive evidence to show how the fire originated, but the 

have strong suspicion that the vessel was set on fire by the 
this suspicion is strengthened by the fact that the fire broke out 
the day after the ringleaders were permitted to go below on account of bad 
weather. While regretting the great loss of life on this occasion, viz., one 
officer, three seamen, and one hundred and forty-one coolies, we cannot 
speak too highly of the praiseworthy conduct of Mr. West, the master, 
and Mr. Lang, the medical superintendent, in saving the lives of so many 
of the coolies, which was done by means of a line taken on shore through 
the surf by the master, while the doctor remained on board to the last, to 
encourage the coolies (of whom about fifty were burnt with the ship) to 
‘ave themselves,” 
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The following is the captain’s statement :— 
To the Master Attendant, Singapore. 

Sir,—I beg to lay before you an outline of the passage and loss of the 
ship Jeddo, of London. 

‘We sailed from Amoy for Guiana on the 18th March with 480 Chinese 
emigrants. All went on well until the 27th when a plot was discovered 
‘amongst the emigrants to murder all the Europeans and take the ship. This 
was frustrated by one of them turning informer. We arrested and tried 
the ringleaders and flogged and put ten of them in irons. From that time 
until the 16th April all went on asusual, Qn that day the hip was an- 
chored near the third point on the Java coast until about 6.30 p.m. when 
we got under way with the wind about S. by B. fresh, and stood out 
steering W.S.W. until about 7.50 p.m. when the alarm was given that 
the ship was on fire forward in the lower hold. Got the fire-engine and 
buckets to work and tried every means to put out the fire, but found it 
gaining on us fast, and I resolved to run the ship on shore to save as many 
lives as possible. Got out three boats and took every possible means to 
save life. The ship struck a litle after 9 p.m., when we commenced to 
land the emigrants; the surf at this time was very high, and two of the 
boats swamped the first trip. We then got a line from the ship to the 
shore and succeeded in saving a great number of people. A number of 
the emigrants lost their lives through stealing in the cabins and store- 
rooms. 

On mustering the crew and emigrants found chief mate, one A. 
‘one apprentice, and one hundred and forty emigrants missing. 
‘The ship continued burning until noon of the 17th when she was burnt to 
the water's edge ; nothing whatever was saved ; the survivors landed nearly 
naked. 

I beg you will appoint a Court of Inquiry to be held here on the loss 
of the ship at your earliest convenience, as I was detained a month in Java 
as the Consul declined holding a Court there as he said he considered it 
unnecessary. I have the honour to be, Sir, your obedient servant,

PENANG. 

A most atrocious and wholesale murder, such as the Straits 
Scttlements have not witnessed for many years, was committed 
on Friday, the 25th May. On Thursday a boat laden with 
sugar arrived from Bukit Tamboon at Ujong Passir, and after 
disposing of the produce prepared to return home on Friday 
evening at about 9 p.m. having on board about seven or eight 
hundred dollars. The parties on board were, it is reported, 
the owner, named Hang Ah Cheow, a helmsman, and two 
rowers ; besides these there were three men belonging to the 
Province, passengers going back, these being ineall seven men. 
Just before starting, four men belonging to the Island begged a 
passage also, and the whole party started for Bukit Tamboon 
or the Juru river, it is not certain which. Immediately after 
the boat left, a sampan with seven men rowed off and closely 
followed. The sugar boat, in consequence of the strength of 
the ebb tide, anchored near the Qualla Pry to wait for the 

*flood, and while lying there the sampan came alongside and the 
seven men jumped on board, when these, together with the 
assistance of the four passengers on board belonging to Pinang, 
murdered the rest, and threw them into the sea; one man 
however is said to have jumped overboard. The money was 
divided and the murderers were rowed over to town where they 
dispersed, after giving seventeen dollars to the sampan man who 
took them across. The sampan man has been arrested and kept 
im custody, and from him the police have received information 
which has led to the arrest of two others. He states that he 
can identify all the men who were in his boat, though we are 
afraid that the murderers will have had ample opportunity to 


escape, 

The result of the Coroner's inquest has been that of wilful 
mourder against the two men who have been apprehended, named 
Ah Soon and Ah Kim, in the case of one of the bodies.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 
Tea.—There is great excitement in the markets for new teas, which 
will open at unprecedentedly high rates, The steamer Erl King will load 
at Foochow, where a number of clippers were by last advices engaged full 














and waiting the arrival of the new teas expected daily. The first teas from. 
that port will cost about 6d. per pound, laid dowa in London, above last 
year's rates. 

Canron.—Although the market has not yet virtually opened for 
Scented Teas, some considerable settlements have been made in Scented 
Orange Pekoes (Foochow make) at rather high rates, but the usual de- 
scriptions have, with the exception of a few comparatively cheap parcels 
of Capers at last year’s prices, not been touched, and the teamen are 
holding for extreme prices. The quality of the first crop is not equal to 
last year, but the scenting flower is reported better. In the new make 
Canton Congous settlements have been effected during the fortnight at 
from one to two taels decline in favour of purchasers. Of Canton made 
Greens there areno comments to make by this opportunity. Sales, &c., 
are reported as follows :—Canton Packed Congou, 150 half-chests, and 
3,500 boxes, at 29} to 38 tael 

Astor.—The high rates paid in the interior when the market opened 
had checked operations, and it was expected that lower rates would rule 
when purchases were rerumed, No musters representing chops have yct 
been received. 

Foocow.—The new teas began to arrive on the 10th May, and 
there are now on hand from 21,000 to 23,000 chests of Congou including 
contract teas, and 7,500 half-chests of Oolong. Several boats containing 
in all 20,000 to 30,000 chests have been delayed in their progress from 
the interior by the mandarins, who have endeavoured to exact tribute from. 
the boatmen, but the last accounts are to the effect that the boats have been 
released and would shortly arrive. From the musters shown up to the 
present time, the new crop appears to be of fair quality, most of the teas 
possessing great strength, rlthough in appearance they are inferior to those 
of last season, the leaf having been less carefully picked over; the cost is 
said to be 5 to 7 taels higher than last year’s. As yet no transactions have 
taken place owing to the very high price demanded by teamen, but the 
opening of the market is expected. [Telegrams were given in our last]. 

Suancuat.—Black: Musters of the new season's Oopack teas are 
beginning to arrive on this market. Judging from the few already come, 
the quality, both as regards make of leaf and strength of water, appears to 
acertain extent inferior to last season 3 at the same time, some few 
musters have been seen in Hankow showing a decided superiority over last 
year's teas, though not so much as was expected.

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THK DUTCH SETTLEMENTS IN SUMATRA, 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—I regret that Tam only able to reply to “ Pulo Penang ” after some 
considerable delay, but hope you ‘ill allow me a small space in your 
columns to rebut the questions which he evidently considers to be unan- 
swerable. In the first place, I did not attempt to prove that “the Sultan of 
Siak is Suzerain of all States on the east coast of Sumatra,” for I quoted 
as undeniable proof my authority, Mr. Anderson, who was charged by 
the Governor of Penang to make treaties with the various chiefs of 
Sumatra, and who admits the fact of the suzerainty. I do not wish to 
havo better testimony on my side. 

Pulo Penang lays great stress upon the third and sixth articles of the 
treaty of 1824, and charges the Dutch authorities with ignoring their 
existence. Now, I believe I am correct in asserting that the British first 
of all violated Art. 3 by failing to communicate, before the conclusion of 
th Il former treaties and engagements existing between them 

Power in the Eastern seas, for it is notorious that some of 
1s upon which the English found their claims to consideration 
with respect to Sumatra were never, until lately, made known to the Dutch 

authorities, But the concluding part of the article under notice states, 

“ Like communication shall be made of all such treaties concluded by 

them respectively hereafter ;” and yet Pulo Penang says that “the Dutch 
had not a shadow of right to conclude a treaty without informing the 

British Straits authorities.” How is it possible to communicate a con- 

cluded treaty if one has not the power to conclude? Again, Pulo Pe- 
ang argues that the Dutch have no right to form any new settlement, 
and asks whether the military occupation of Benghalies is not a violation 
of the treaty of 1824, I reply unhesitatingly that it is not. The Durch 
officers had the previous authority of their Government in Europe, and 
that I deem quite sufficient (see Art. 6 of Treaty). Neither will I admit 
* that the treaty with Siak of 1836 was a violation of Art, 3, unless it can 
be proved that the Dutch positively declined to communicate to, or en- 
deavoured to conceal its nature from, the British Government. 

1 will now turn to an unimportant point,” viz., a question of history. 
Pulo Penang says:—* From the time the British held Java the Dutch 
had no power of right to any part of Sumatra, Their right to Benkoelen 
had been conquered from them by the British and their power in Sumatra 
became nil." Now I, together with many of my countrymen, have been 
and are still under the impression, that Java, &c., was taken from the 
French and in the name of the Prince of Orange to be returned when 
the war was over. At that time Llolland, in fact, did not exist, it being, 
as many other and larger countries were then, merely a French grovine 
In consequence of this the Dutch were afterwards (1815) again placed in 
possession of some of their territory, but Pulo Penang igaores these 
“ patent facts” and adds another victury to British arms—the battle of 
Benkoelen!! Dato not given., A person who makes such loose state- 
ments as those I have contradicted bove should not carry weight with 
serious thinkers. Pulo Penang has not refuted any assertion formerly 
made by me. and I repeat, in reply to his repetition of the absurd charge 
against the Dutch of interfering with and jeopardising British commerce 
on the coast of Sumatra, that a trade which within the last four years 
shows an increase of 15 per cent. on imports and 36 per cent. on exports 
cannot be fostered by monopolies and double duties, and this fact, proved 
from official sources, is worth all the mouthy declamation and unfounded 
assertions of Pulo Penang. As for his last statement, that the natives of 
Java have been at a standstill, if not retrograding, since the English gave 
the country up to the Dutch, it is one of those old-fashioned accusations 
without proof which sume people are in the habit of bringing forward. at 
haphazard against the Dutch. It is evidently a proof that Pulo Penang 
has never been in Java, and I should advise him to do as I did last year 
and travel in that beautiful island for three months, after which I am sure 
he will have imbibed quite different ideas about the standstill, if not

After a severe strugele, and as the only means of preserving 
its independence as a Free State, Hamburg has resolved to take 
part with the winning side. For somo time past Prussia h 
ben urging the Hanseatic cities to accept her’ofters of alliance, 
with the promise of respecting their independence if they would 
join her in the reconstruction of the German Confe i 
send members to the jonal Parliament, and put their con- 
tingents on the war footing, at the same time placing them at 
the disposal of the King of Prussia. This last condition was 
the hardest of all to swallow, as the public fveling is so de- 
eideuly in favour of Austria, and the disinciination to take active 
part in the fratricidal war very unmistakably epparent, Bremen 
and Lubeck have thrown themselves unconditionaily into the 
arms of Prussia, voting, almost unanimously, the money re- 
quired for the mobilisation of their contingents. 

The party of Chinesa that were lately in England, after having 
finished their visit to Holland, arrived here on Wednesday by 
the steamer from Amsterdam, and after inspecting the insti- 
tutions most worth inspecting in this city, such as the Exchange, 
the Bank, and other public buildings, as well as. the Zoological 
Gardens, left again the following day by the railway from Altona 
to Kiel, where they embarked the same evening for Copenhagen 
en route for St. Petersburg. They stopped at the Hotel de 


























YEuropo and caused quite a sensation wherever they appeared, 
from tho singularity of their costume, which has seldom or 
never been seen here before. ‘They had luncheon with Mr, 
Kopceke, a merchant of this city, and then proceeded with that 
gentleman to the Exchange, from the interior galleries of which 
they contemplated for some time the busy throng assembled at 
their fect. 

The Stockholm Gazette mentions the appointment of Mr. M. G, 
Moore to be Vice-Consul for the King of Sweden and Norway 
at Tientsin under the Cousulate-Cieneral of Shanghai, and 
announces that Mr. D, Thorburn has resigned his appointment 
as Swedish and Norwegian Vice-Consul at Che-foo, 

The sudden announcement of the JJoniteur that Austria has 
offered to cede Venctia to France aud make peaco with Italy 
and Prussia has taken the Exchange by surprise, and funds of 
all descriptions rose ten per cent. In the meanwhile tho 
dreadful losses of killed and wounded of Austrians, Prussians, 
and Hanoverians has created here a painful sensation, as so 
many of them were personally known and related to Hamburg 
families, Half a dozen charitable committees have been 
formed to collect lint, bandages, wine, cigars, and other re- 
freshments and necessaries for the wounded, and with great 
suc especially among tho Indies; and I firmly believe 
there is not a single house in this city where the females, 
high and low, are wot engaged every day in picking lint and 
making bandages, At Altona, too, a Ladies’ Committee has 
been formed, and amongst the naues I notice that of Mrs, 
Pustau, the wife of Mr. Wm. Pustau, the China merchant, ag 
one of the ladies who receive contributions for the sick and 
wounded, 

PS—I have just heard of the arrival of the Chinese at 
Copenhagen, where they aro making a great sensation. 

COMMERCIAL. 

There is but little to report to-day on this subject, public attention being 
far more absorbed here by the great military operations in Bohemia 
than business. The markets for all articles are still in a very feeble 
what few transactions have been done were mostly at lower rates, indeed, 
s0 much ¢o as to affect the retail prices in the shops. ‘The only exception 
was Spelter, which has partially recovered from its late fall, and is more in 
favor as the miners and workmen at the smelting establishmerts in Silesia 
being all called out to serve in the army, the production of that metal is 
necessarily stopped for the present, and it has thus become a fair object for 
legitimate speculation, I must, however, add that since the receipt of the 
news that the war is probably at an end, a dull fecling pervaies the market. 

Money is much more plentiful now, and discount has fallen to 6} per 
cent. Yesterday's official weekly returns of the Bank of Hamburg show 


that the present amount of the precious metals in that establishment is 
now 17,005,026 marks banco.

Court or Common Preas.—Patmer v. Lemox.—This was an 
an action to recover damages for injury done to 584 bags of coffee from 
Manila shipped by the plaintiff on board the defendant's ship the Sepoy 
in the summer of 1864, and alleged to have been damaged by the de- 
fendant’s taking on board a quantity of cocoa-nut oil at Manila, the 
pungent and bad smell of which tlavoured the coffee. Mr. Brett, Q.C., 
and Mr. Mathew appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. Edward James, 
Q.C., and Mr. Crompton for the defendant. The plaintiff's case was 
that this oil was stowed in the same hold as the coffee at Manila, and 
caused the damage to it. The defendaut’s case was that there was other 
coffee on board which was not injured, and it was assumed that if the 
pungent oil on board had caused the injury, the other coffee would have 
been injured too, and it was suggested that the coffee had possibly been 
damaged before it was put on board by being stowed in the same ware- 
house with Manila oil, No evidence was, however, called to substantiate 
this charge. ‘The jury found a verdict for the plaintiff on the two issues 
submitted to them—that the coffee was not delivered in good con- 
dition according to the bill of lading, and that there was negligence 
in the shipowner in stowing coffee in the same hold as cocoa-nut vil. 
The amount of dam; agreed to be referred. 

Coney anno Orarns Watken AND OtueERs.—This was an 
action to recover the sum of £1,100 for negligence in not properly buying 
and superintending the packing of 262 bales of Shanghai cotton. “Mr. 
Edward James, Q and Mr, Watkyn Williams appeared for the 
plaintiffs; and Mr, Karslake, Q.C., and Mr. Mathew for the defendants. 





















| The plaintiffs, it appeared, are general merchants at Birmingham, and in 


1863 they ordered through the defendants, who are brokers at Hong Kong, 
from 200 to 800 bales of cotton, and 262 bales were shipped to their 
order, the defendants being paid a commission to examine the cotton and 
sec it properly packed. On the cargo arriving at Liverpool, and the 
cotton being inspected, the bales were found to have been what is called 
“ water packed "—a species of fraud resorted to to make the cotton weigh 
heavier, by throwing water upon it when packed, which it was the defen- 
dante’ duty to have discovered. On unpacking the bales the cotton was 
found to be in such a lumpy and damaged condition from water packing 
that it was unsaleable, and had to be sold by auction for what it would 
fetch, and it realised upwards of £1,100 less than the then market price for 
cotton of that quality. The defence was that this was a speculation which 
had not answered by reason of there being a falling market at the time of 
its arrival, otherwise there would have been no complaints about the cotton. 
‘The jury found a verdict for the defendants. 
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IMPROVEMENT OF SHANGHAI HARBOUR. 

Tae interests of foreign trade in China, and at Shanghai 
especially, are so overwhelming that the condition of the great 
arteries of commerce in and around what is now practically the 
capital of the Far East, claims the attention not only of the 
mercantile community but of the Imperial Government. When 
tho rapidly rising importance of Shanghai as a commercial 
centre was first fully recognised, Admiral Sir Janes Hore, with 
that rare discernment which marked his career in China and has 
not deserted him in his new sphere, prevailed on the Chinese 
Government to appoint a qualified officer to the post of Conser- 
yator of the Yang-tsze-Kiang and its most important tributary, 
the Wusung Kiang, or as it is more gencrallyjknown the 
Wang-poo. Year by year the number of ships entering the 
Yangtaze to discharge their cargocs on the Shanghai quays had 
steadily increased, but with that increase there had been an 
equally steady drain on the insurance offices caused by the 
accidents which occurred to vessels navigating the constantly 
shifting channels that led to their destinations. Collisions were 
of frequent occurrence, and the operation technically known as 
“fouling” was every day performed to the intense disgust of 
agents on the spot and of owners in this country. So soon, 
however, as Mr, Hockuxy was invested with the necessary autho- 
rity as Harbour Master and Conservator a new state of things 
was rapidly organised. The narrow river which washes the 
walls of Shanghai, and pours its muddy stream past the foreign 
settlements was accurately sounded, buoyed and mapped out 
into berths, and a regularly graduated scale of tonnage eligible 
for the various divisions of the harbour was drawn up and 
rigidly enforced. By an arrangement with the Custom House 
authorities no vessel not reported as properly berthed in such a 
position as placed her out of reach of danger to herself, and out 
of the power of doing damage to others, was permitted to com- 
mence discharging cargo, and thus the interests of all were 
scrupulously observed. Gunpowder, which had hitherto been 
allowed to lie in unprotected cargo boats off the foreign settle- 
ments, was confined to the lower limits of the anchorage, where 
an explosion could do comparatively little harm, and vessels 
bringing munitions of war were compelled to remain far below 
the shipping until their dangerous stores were landed in a placo 
of safety or transferred to the authorised powder hulk. It can 
casily be conceived that this exercise of an authority to which the 
imerchauts had not been accustomed created in many instances 
opposition, and in some ill-feeling. Fortunately, however, as the 
regulations were persevered in without respect to persons, even 
the most discontented eventually acknowledged the advantages 
which arose from the enforcement of one general rule, aud gra- 
dually fell into the plans formed by the Harbour Master for the 
benefit of all, The result was soon manifest. Collisions be- 
came of rare occurrence, for whereas formerly a ship on arrival 
dropped anchor where she pleased and how she pleased, she was 
now assigned a place in which she formed one of a tier, and 
where she assisted in marking out the deep waterchannel through 
which coast and river steamers and tugs were able at any time 
to reach their moorings. Fouling was thenceforward unknown, 
for a ship so soon as it entered the river was boarded by an 
employé of the Harbour Master's office, aud was obliged to com- 





ply with certain carefully prepared rules as to berthing, shifting 
of anchors, &c., which enabled her to swing without damage to 


Y | her neighbours, and rendered drifting impossible under ordinary 


circumstances, The men-of-war, gunboats, river steamers and 
junks were each assigned their proper anchorage grounds; 8 
junk channel in shallow water was kept clear, so that these un- 
wieldy monsters of the deep could perform their peculiar evo- 
lutions without sustaining or causing injury, and finally the 
jetties, which in former times were often inaccessible from the 
vast number of cargo boats, house boats and native sampans 
which crowded round them, were placed under supervision and 
a passage to each kept open. Such were the more important 
improvements made in the harbour, but the approaches to the 
anchorage demanded even more attention than did the anchor- 
age itself. 

The entrance to the Yang-tsze Kiang is well-known to mari- 
ners on the China coast as the most dangerous, if not the most 
difficult to find, of any of the river embouchures. For some 
years a light-ship had been in existence, and a beacon about 
twenty miles from Wusung had warned navigators of the 
dangers of the South Bank. But while the light-ship was 
under no responsible supervision, the beacon was useless except 
in broad daylight, and hence the channel of the Yangtsze was 
studded in various places by sunken wrecks as dangerous as 
rocks, and was throughout so uncertain that the most expe- 
rienced ship-masters were obliged, in default of any reliablo © 
marks, literally to feel their way from Gutzlaff to the anchorage 
at Shanghai, The first step was, of course, to improve tho 
light at the entrance the second to endeavour to remove the 
existing obstructions, and failing this to buoy and light them ; 
the third to place such marks and lights on shore and such 
buoys in the river as would serve to indicate the proper chan- 
nel. This once completed all that was absolutely necessary 
would have been accomplished. Few believed that Mr. Hocxty’s 
designs, involving as they did a considerable outlay, would ever 
have been carried out. But, all honour to the Chinese, who in 
this instance did not display that density of comprehension 
which so generally characterises them when improvements 
designed to prove of advantage to foreigners only are proposed, 
tho Yangtsze is now lighted and buoyed; the sunken wrecks 
of the Ocean Mail and Hellespont are no longer the bugbear of 
captains entering the river at night; to go ashore on either 
bank is no longer the almost inevitable concomitant of a voy- 
age up or down the river, but is rather a proof of gross stupidity 
or carelessness ; the entrance to the Wangpoo is accurately 
marked, and the river itself so carefully sounded and laid down 
that even at night the lead is sufficient to indicate the position 
of a ship ascending or descending. The progress of these im- 
provements we have watched with very considerable interest as 
from time to time the erection of a beacon, the establishing of 
a light, or the mooring of a buoy has been announced in the 
Shanghai papers, and, to judge from our individual experience 
of that tortuous stream which leads to the “model settlement,” 
the dangers which once beset the voyager have now becu 
removed, and the Wangpoo is as safo as the Thames, if not 
actually safer. 

Owners of shipping have, as we pointed out above, gained by 
the formation of rules which prevent the constantly recurring 
accidents of former times. The insurance offices have mate- 
rially gained by the lighting, buoying, &c., of the Yangtsze, for 
until the Inte improvements were made the voyage from the 
Lightship to Shanghai carried with it more actual davger than 
did the voyage from the European port of departure to the 
mouth of the Yangtsze. The ordinary sagacity of a mariner 
was of no avail, and ship captains were compelled to rely on 
that indefinite course of action—trusting in Providenco. We 
do not assert that accidents can no longer occur, Until in- 
competent pilots are forcibly prevented from taking charge of 
vessels, cases will occur such as that of the Occan Mail, in 
which, by the way, not only a large tra cargo perished, but the 
bibliographic gems rescued by Mr. Wabe from the ruins of 
Yuen Ming Yuen were irretrievably lost. Assuming, however 
the competence of the pilots, there is now no excuse for accident 
in either river, a statement fully borne out by the non-occurrence 
of any casualty during the past three years. But from Mr. 
Hock1y’s exertions not only has the mercantile community 
derived an advantage, but the Chinese have learned to appreciate 
in a great measure the views held by Europeans with regard to 
river conservancy. He has taught them that by careful 
management and a judicious expenditure they cau avoid endless 
trouble and litigation, and_he has thus commended to their 
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Sttention and adoption the systems in vogue among the most 
Civilised nations of the West. We trust that services such as 
these will be held by those in authority to merit same recogni- 
tion, and that from the Admiralty Mr. Hockty will receive some 
solid proof of the estimation in which those officers are held 
who devote themselves successfully to the task of advancing 
European interests amongst a race so obstinately exclusive as is 
the Chinese.

Captain Castilla is on the Clyde, to superintend the building 
of a river steamer. Two screws of about 500 tons are building 
by Messrs, Henderson, Coulbourn, and Co., on the Clyde, and 
Messrs. Halls, of Aberdeen, have one in hand intended for 
the China trade A fine clipper ship is building for the 
tea trade, under the superintendence of Capt. Maxton, similar to 
the Arie. She will be launched in about a month, and will 
be probably named the Tilania.

Though, in the winter months new shoals are often formed, others dis- 
appear, and, in spite of the shifting nature of the channels, the navigation 
of the river has offered nv serious impediment to vessels drawing 10 feet of 
water,—vessels of greater draught are unsuitable for the winter navigation. 
Tx this season the most shallow part of the river is close to Hunter's Island, 
some twenty miles above this port, where the depth of water in the narrow 
channel is generally found to be about 10} feet. Last season the principal 
difficulty was met with twenty-two miles lower down, that is to say, two 
mailes below this port, where no impediment i present encountered. 
‘This will serve as an illustration of the great changes to which the bed of 
the river is subject. The difference between the level of the river at Kiu- 

iang on the 24th August, when it was at its highest, and the beginning 

nth (January, 1866), is 39 feet. The river has not, however, as 

so low as it did in January,;1865, when it was certainly three or 
Tour feet below ite present level.

Tea.—In the Report for 1864 it was remarked that the native dealers, 
rather than dispose of their teas at the prices offered, stored them in foreign 
godowns, and paid interest on loans obtained from the foreign merchants 
‘on the security of these teas at the rate of from two to three per cent. per 
mensem. The subjoined table shows that, despite the heavy losses which 
the teamen thus incurred, and the unfavourable antici i 
in common with almost every one else, entertained rei 
pectsof the season, the export of tea for 1865 has exceeded that of either

It would thus appear that the British trade has been nearly stationary, 
while greater activity is observable in the traffic carried on in foreign 
bottoms. 

Mr. Vyse represents that the trade continues to suffer from various mo- 
nopolies and restrictions imposed by the authorities. The engagements 
they lately entered into to abandon the monopoly of irico and awabi only 
came into effect on the 9th of November last; and as it has been observed 
at Nagasaki, the good faith of our Government will eventually cause it to 
be observed in Hakodadi also. 


Trade and Commerce,—Notwithstanding the numerous failures of 
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business houses all throughout the East, but more especially in China, 
which would be calculated to affect the few foreign resident merchants at 
this port, there is a very considerable increase in most of the articlesof export 
over that of last year, which amounts to 75,000 Mexican dollars, including 












the large amount lost by fire, the property of Messrs. Lindsay and Co., of 
Shanghai.

Awabee shows a dithinution, which is entirely on account‘of the exporta~ 
tion of this article being monopolised by the Japanese Government, not- 
withstanding a promise which has been made that all restrictions hitherto 
imposed on the free sale of awabee to foreigners should be removed, and 
a notification was circulated in Hakodadi by the Governor to that effect; 
but at the same time at the principal ports on this island, as well as on the 
north coast of the Island of Niphon, nothing is as yet known of the afore- 
said Proclamation, so that virtually the same prohibitions exist, and the 
Tycoon’s Government, as is its custom, have broken faith with the foreign 
Tepresentatives, 

‘Cuttle Fith is an article that varies from year to year more than any 
other, Last year 12,000 boxes were exporied ; this year 25,000. It isa 
fish that is very rare on this coast, and is only to be found in large qu 
tities every two or three years, so the natives say themselves ; but this 
T fancy, merely a legend. 

_ Timber.—The exportation of this is 
increase. 

‘Shipping and Navigation.—Not much can be said upon this point, 
‘Twenty-seven British vessels only have visited this port during 1865, and 
the preceding year there were forty-six, which appears most incompre- 
hensible, comparing it with the large increase of articles of exportation, 
‘Among the general shipping the arrival of the Japanese steamer Kiu-siu, 
from Nagasaki, and departure for Yokohama with a miscellaneous cargo, 
is worthy of notice, inasmuch as it denotes a readiness on the part of the 
Japanese to trust their merchandise to foreign-built vessels, the superiority 
‘of which over their fragile junks cannot but be apparent. There is no 
doubt but that with the opening of new ports commerce would not only 
be developed in the ordinary way, but that a large carrying trade in native 
produce for netive consumption would be carried on along the coast in 
foreign bottoms ; and even if the Japanese preferred to carry on the coast- 
ing trade with their own hands, the demand that this would give rise to 
for foreign-built craft would be immense, and, as a necessary consequence, 
for machinery and the like; in addition to this it would induce them to 
work their own coal-fields with something like vigour, and with all 
the mechanical appliances known ¢o ourselves ; the supply of this mineral 
in large quantities and at a fair rate would be an immense benefit to 
commerce in the East. The steamer Kiu-siu (English built) was re- 
cently purchased by the Prince of Satsuma, and was formely the property 
of Messrs, Fletcher and Co., of China. 

Publi: Works.—During the past_year an attempt was made on the 

art of the Governor to establish a light-ship at the entrance of the har- 
jour, but up to the present time his efforts have been unattended with 
success, 

General Remarks.—Hakodadi is a port that I feel convinced would 
increase rapidly both in population and commerce if proper induce- 
ments were held out on the part of the Japanese Government to their 
merchants to arrive and locate themselves; but the monopolies of the 
Government are so numerous that they find it impossible to contend 
against such competition; thus the commerce of Hakodadi is checked 
from perhaps becoming among the most important in Japan for the trade 
of China, 
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BANGKOK. 

The following is Mr. Consul Knox’s Report on the trade of 
Bangkok for the year 1865 

Owing to the small quantity of rain that fell during the season of 
1864, the rice crop was so much below the usual average that the 
Siamese Government considered it expedient to prohibit the exportation 
of that article. 

This prohibition came into effect on the 25th of January, 1865, and 
ceased on the 2Ist of August last. 

‘The high prices which the growers, as soon as the effect of the drought 
became apparent, demanded for their rice, would of itself have been a 
virtual prohibition to its export; and doubtless the most legitimate one. 

The Siamese Government, however, failed to understand that in such 
matters there was no necessity for their interference, and, as the results 
would have been the same whether caused by the shortness of supply or 
Government intereference, I merely drew their attention to the fact, and 
yielded without remonstrance. 

I bave reason to believe that the lesson has not been lost on them, and 
that, on future occasions, this Government will not interfere in such 
matters. 

From inquiries which I have made, it would appear that droughts occur 
in Siam on an average of once in twelve years. On former occasions the 
loss was much more injuriously felt than on the last, 

Before the treaty with Great Britain, Siam merely grew enough rice for 
home consumption; but since that treaty a large export trade in that 
grain has sprung up, and consequently a great deal moro is now planted 
than can be consumed in the country, even if the return is only an average 
one. Thence last year, though the return was very much below the 
average, yet, from the greater quantity sown, there was quite sufficient for 
the consumption of the people. 

‘The consequences of this drought will, however, be plainly seen in the 
tables that accompany this report. Four-fifths of the exports of this 
country consist of rice, and having had last year none to export, the whole 
trade has been, to a great extent, paralysed. 

‘The present crop, now harvested, is said to be an excellent one, and I 








therefore hope that my next report on the trade of this country will be 
ry much more favourable than the present one. 

have to report one beneficial change which has taken place during 
last year, viz., the abolition of the heary tax on cocoa-nut trees, which has 
been replaced by a light one on the oil extracted from the nut. 

As the soil and climate of many parts of Siam are ‘particularly well 
suited to the growth of this palm, a very extended cultivation of it will 
now probably take place. 

NAGASAKI, : 
! The following is Mr. Consul Gower’s Report and returns of 
trade for the port of Nagasaki for the year 1865 :— 

The summary with which Mr. Gower concludes his Report exhibits a 
considerable decrease, both in imports and exports, as compared with the 
trade of the previous year ; on the British side imports have decreased to 
the extent of 188,941 dollars, or one-fifth less than those of 1864, and 
the diminution in the case of exports is 409,010 dollars, carly one-half 
of the aggregate of the previous year. On the for ide a similar 
falling-off is observed in exports, while in imports transactions have been 
stationary. 

Mr. Ganse is of opinion that this unfavourable result is attributable 

to the incorrectness of the returns, which are taken from the Custom- 
house books, and that if the real amount of business could be ascertained 
the trade of the past year would show an improvement instead of the 
reverse. The comparison between the two years, however, is made 
with retums obtained from the same source, and equally open, therefore, 
to the charge of short reports. In the case of each year—1864 
and 1865—Mr. Gower considered that 50 per cent. should be added 
to the returns for smuggled goods and low valuations, and I am dis- 
posed to believe that he would have been within the fact if he had even 
doubled this estimate of the deficiencies of Japanese Custom-house ad- 
ministration. 
" The difference between the export trade of tho two years may be 
traced, however, to the discontinuance of cotton shipments—those of 
1865 ‘being only 50,653 dollars in value against 496,404 in 1864. 
The exports of tea are satisfactory, being 3,216,440 Ibs., according 
to the returns, or only 100,000 Ibs. less than those of last year, 
and the circumstance that this item is in excess of the private esti- 
mate supplied to Mr. Gower is some proof that the returns are not 
altogether without their value. The transactions in silk at Nagasaki ure 
very trifling, 

‘The sale of steamers and foreign sailing-vessels forms a very considera- 
ble item in the business of the port, amounting this year to 699,500 
dollars, and which isnot included in the returns. These vessels have in 
every case been sold to Daimios, and it appears that a considerable impetus 
would be given to trade if Japanese merchants were also free to purchase 
foreign shipping. 

Inports.—The principal imports are cottcn and woollen manufactured 
goods, such as grey shirtings, cambrics, camlets, &. The returns do not 
show increase during the past year ; but this is easily accounted for by the 
high prices goods cost laid down in this country and the low value of the 
native currency. To this may also be added that the cessation of the civil 
war in America caused a very great diminution in the export of raw cotton, 
which export greatly tended to augment the import of manufactured goods 
The total imports, however, amount to something very considerable, 
amers and sailing ships sold to the Japanese, as shown in the following

A very large business is transacted also in arms and ammunition, of which 
but a very small portion ig reported to the Custom-house. And, finally, I 
may include as sold to the local Government, principally by Chinese, 350 
bars of Peking gold at 225 dollars, equal to 78,750 dollars. 

Exports.—Tea, camphor, cotton, tobacco, vegetable wax, and silk, are 
the principal exports. ‘These are largely produced to meet the foreign de= 
mand, and their cultivation greatly increased and still increasing. By 
reliable data furnished me by one of the principal ISritish firms here, I find 
that tea exported in 1865 amounted to 2,239,839 Ibs, ; in 1861, 1,559,587 
Ibs. showing a surplus of 680,252 Ibe. ; and this does not include the 
‘green leaf,” which the Chinese have commenced to fire in their 
‘own country, the quantity of which is considerable, but impossible to ascer= 
tain, Even the export of silk, which is but commencing at this port, 
shows an increase of 62 piculs 49 catties; and 1 may add that some 
160,000 cards of silkworm eggs, valuing about 98,360 dollars, left this port 
for Europe during last vear. 

Exchange.—There are as yet no banks established at this port, and 
banking transactions are entirely in the hands of the principal mercantile 
firms. ‘The rate of exchange is almost entirely regulated by those of our 
neighbouring port, Shanghai, and the sight value of the Mexican dollar 
may be said to have averaged about 4s. 5d. sterling. The average exchange 
of the native silver coin last year was 244 itzebus for 100 Mexican 

lollars, 

‘Shipping.—It will be observed that there is no material difference be 
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tween the number and tonnage of ships arriving at and departing from thi 
port during the years 1864 and 1865. A large number came seeking, and 
generally succeeding in procuring, miscellancous cargoes for various ports 
in China, Some came merely for the purposo of laying up, as the current 
expenses at this port are more moderate than in Shanghai. 
The foreign residents are slowly increasing. They now number 166,

reception are rapidly being built on the beautiful hills surrounding our 
charming lake-like harbour. 

In conclusion, I may observe that notwithstanding the continued un- 
settled state of internal affairs in Japan, the trade of Nagasaki is prospering, 
and promises to improve; so much so, indeed, that even the opening of 
Hiogo will hardly affect it, as the Princes of Kiusiu are those who princi- 
Pally give proofs of entering into the spirit of our commerce, and they are 
undoubtedly making great preparations to freely supply our demands, and 
thereby the nature of trade here is gradually becoming more and more 
local.—I have, &., (Signed) Azet A. J. Gowen. 

NINGPO, 

The following is Mr. Consul Fittock’s Report on the returns 
of trade at the Port of Ningpo for tho year 1865 :— 

Upon contrasting the present returns with those of the previous year, 
it will be observed that, as was predicted, a large decrease has taken place 
in many of the articles of both import and export; thus, owing to the 
termination of hostilities in America, the export of the raw cotton has 
dwindled from 103.201 piculs, valued at 3,096,030 dollars, to 33.567 
piculs, valued at 963,100 dollars. As a partial set-off to this, however, 
green tea, which is sent from this port principally for the American markets, 
has increased from 53,810 piculs, valued at 2.475.260 dollars to 70.662 
piculs, valued at 3,311,232 dollars, which realises the prediction contained 
in my report on the trade of 1864, that Ningpo is in a fair way of assert- 
ing her natural right to become the tea depot of the province of Chekiang. 

Silk, which is also chiefly produced in this province, has increased in 
export from 949 piculs, valued at 379,600 dollars, to 1,914 piculs, valued 
at ,000 dollars ; and this, notwithstanding that the same obstructions 
to its reaching the port from the silk districts continue to exist. Were 
these obstructions removed there can be little doubt but this port would 
become the principal outlet for the raw silk grown in the province, instead 
of Shanghai, as at presen The obstructions referred to consist entirely of 
a defective water communication between this and Lang-chow, and they 
might easily be removed if the people bad anything of Western enter- 
Prise in their character. Even as it is, I think’ it would not be wise to 
calculate upon Shanghai becoming the permanent entrepot for the raw silk 
and teaso extensively produced and cultivated in this province. 

Another peculiar feature of the trade of the port during the past year as 
contrasted with that of 1864, is the decrease in the export of copper eash. 
This has gone from 1,362 trings, valued at 1,362,892 dollars, to 
395,785 strings, valued at 395.785 dollars. ‘This is no doubt attributable 
to the fact that the port of Iankow is for the present supplied from some 
cheaper source, possibly from Japan, the copper cash of which country, I 
believe, is identical with that of China. When at Nagasaki last year 
Theard, upon good authority, that, although the exportation is prohibited, 
Jarge quantities wero smuggled out of the country; and no wonder, 
for there you could obtain about 4,000 for the dollar, and dispose 
of the same in three days’ time at Shanghai at a profit of 300 per cent. 
In my Report of last year I stated that if the enormous export of cash 
continued it might lead to popular disturbance, and that [ thought why it 
had not done so already was because the people had not fathomed the 
mystery of the continually increasing cost of the necessaries of life. ‘The 
staff of life to the Cinese is rice, and the way in which they were affected 
by the drain of copper cash was this: The province used to produce large 

uantities of grain, more, in fact, than was required for local consumption. 

‘he cultivation was first of all interrupted by the inroads of the rebels, and 
when this pest was removed, the enhanced value of cotton, in consequence 
ofthe civil war in America, induced cultivators to turn their attention to 
that product in lieu of rice. ‘The result was that the dealers had to pro- 
cure this necessary from abroad ; and without apparently suspecting it, the 
consumers had to go to market to supply their wants on the same terms 
asthe foreign residents had to furnish themselves with this and other 
requisites ; that is to say, they had to pay in dollars instead of copper cash. 
‘The foreign merchant meanwhile took cate to receive payment from the 
native brokers indirectly in copper cash, as he could thereby make a 
double market by sending it to Hankow, where it was in great demand for 
the purchase of tca, or rather to pay for its manipulation, there being a 
great scarcity of the circulating medium at that port to defray the daily 
demands of the numerous labourers engaged in the manufacture and pre- 
paration of the leaf to meet the continually incre: un demand. 
I believe this scarcity of copper cash is still much felt at Hankow and the 
other Yang-tsze ports; and it is quite probable a further resort will be 
had to this and other provinces to obtain the requisite supply, if it cannot 
be procured from Japan or elsewhere at a more rer: ancrative rate. 

T think the above brief statement of the decrease ‘a the chief articles of 
export will show that the result, if not advantage ‘us to the mercantile 
class, is undoubtedly so to the general inhabitants c/ the province, the gap 
caused by the diminished demand for raw cotton being almost filled up 
by the greater quantity of tea required, and the cessation of the drain of 
copper cash. 

I believe the same may be said as regards the import trade, as evinced 
by the following statistics :-— 

In_ 1864 rice was imported to the extent of 1,911,143 piculs, valued at 
5,613,463 dollars; last year only 558,442 piculs were imported, valued at 
1,092,981 dollars, This tends to show either that a further tract of land 
has been brought under cultivation, or else that part of the area diverted 
° the growth of raw cotton has reverted to its former use. 
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Tn 1864 opium was imported to the extent of 
2,258,430 ; 
dollars, 

Sugar is the third principal article of import ; and although this fell off 
from 149.924 piculs in 1864 to 136,947 piculs in 1865, that of 1864 in 
valued at 1,029,654, whilst the lesser quantity imported in 1865 is set 
down at 949,860 dollars, or nearly as much. 

‘The foreign tonnage of the port has decreased from 296,311 tons in 
1864, to 258,247 tons during the past year. As the duties collected by 
the Imperial Government increased to 346,566 tacle last year agains 
342,918 taels in 1864, whilst the coast trade duties decreased from 52,405 
taels in 1864 to 87,159 taels in 1865, it appears pretty evident that the 
total decrease in the value of the trade during the past year is attributable 
to the existence of a lesser demand amongst the inbubitants of the province 
for the products of their own country, and not to any abatement of the 
demand for commodities in which foreign countries, and more es ally 
Great Britain, are interested ; in other words, it is rather a sign of native 
prosperity than indicative of a threatened diminution of foreign trade, 
which I consider is now settled on a firmer and more satisfactory basis than 
it has ever been before at this port.

Cott. Piece-Goods.—The increased consumption of cotton piece- 
goods (247,242 pieces in 1865 against 112,758 in 1864) has been caused 
by the disni in price—which has been slight—from last year, and by 
the decre ls in 1864. In that year there was a falling off as 
compared with 1863 of 12,000 pieces of grey shirtings, and of all cotton 
piece-goods of 27,000 pieces. These goods are purchased at once on 
arrival; and Lam informed by the merchants that had the stock been 
double in 1865 it would have been sold. ‘The high prices are still a bar 
to avery large trade in these articles at this port; but could a direct trade 
with England spring up, there is no doubt whatever the trade would 
increase enormously. At present the goods—which are refuse stock, not 
saleable at the moment—come hither from the ports in the South, incur= 
ring double freight and other expenses, and thus preventing their consump- 
tion to any large extent, and putting our manufactures in an unfavourable 
position, and not able to compete with the native. This port is a great 
depot for this province and the adjacent provinces of Shan-si, Ho-nan, and 
Shen-si, &e. Goods imported are conveyed in junks to the Ta-tsing 
River, and from thence taken to the marts of Se-nan-foo, Tung-chang- 
foo, Yen-chow-foo, T'saou-chow-foo, ‘Tung-ping-chow, &e., where they 
are lost sight of, but there is no doubt they penctrate far to the West and 
North, Reports of severe squeezes by the inandarins at a place called 
Teen-mun-kwan, a little distance from the ‘Ta-tsing River, continue to 
reach this. It is difficult, however, to obtain the exact truth ; the authori- 
ties here deny it, It is to be hoped, however, that as affairs get more 
tranquil in these provinces this impost, which is considered by some to be 
a war tax, will cease. 

Cotton.—There has been a decrease this year, consequent upon the 
cessation of export to England, and the return of Indian cotton to China, 
It commands but a low price in the South, and so long as this continues 
the export will be small. 

Seaweed.—This trade has largely increased, as the following table

OF these latter about 98,000 piculs were imported from foreign ports, 
Japan, Passiet, &. ‘The import of this article will probably increase, it 
being much used by the Chinese. 

Sugar.—There has been a falling off in this import from the heavy 
prices ruling in the South. ‘The presence of the rebels at Amoy, coupled 
with the inundations at Swatow, have been the cause of the failing of the 


crops. 

‘Coals. Upwards of 2,000 tons of coals have arrived at this port, and 
arendy sale has been eflected. Chefoo is the coaling station fur the 
steamers which ply between Shanghai and the northern ports, and is, 
moreover, a coaling station for the British and French fleets. Coals are 
at present taken to Shanghai, and from thence brought here, thus adding 
largely to their cost. A direct trade with England would materially benefit 
the consumers of this article. 

Wheat.—Althouzh the wheat crops suffered much from the long drought 
and heavy rains, a very large export was made :—

showing an increase in 1865 of 45,298 piculs, or above 6,000,000 Ibs. 

Beancake.—The export of this erticle has largely increased, while the 
Newchwang beancake has fallen off. ‘The former is now much preferred, 
in consequence of its containing more oil than the latter, the cakes not 
being pressed to such an extent. 

Freights have been a wile better than last year. The trade of this 
port is principally in the hands of the Chinese, and so long as an indirect 
trade continues this will be the case. The nive merchants find it much 
cheaper to go to Shanghai and buy goods there themselves than to. pur- 
chase of the British merchant here, who adds to the Shanghai price his 
own commission and charges. 

‘The extension of the tonnage dues certificates to vessels bound to and 
from Japan will be beneticial to the trade of this port in consequence of its 





| proximity, and the large trade existing between it and Chefoo, 
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‘The port of Chefoo possesses a’fine large harbour, with good anchorage 
for vessels. During the north-east monsoon, safe anchorage and smooth 
water is to be found on the other side of the harbour under Chefoo Cape. 
‘The harbour is more than four miles broad, and in length it extends to 
the Kung-Tung Islands, a distance of about five miles. 

regret that it is not in my power to make out comparative statements 
of the trade at this port from Consular official papers. From the Ist of 
January, 1865, and until my arr here inZApril, 1865, in consequence 
of the illness of the Acting Consul, it does not appear that the manifests 
of ships containing what is necessary to compile fall and correct returns 
of trade were preserved. Those I append, and numbered from 1 to 7, 
which I have obtained from the Custom-house through the kindness of 
the Commissioner, will I trust, be sufficient. 














TIOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, Joty 8. 

The Second Chamber is now definitively constituted for the 
new session, which is to be opened in September next. Tho 
elections and re-elections have not altered the strength of the 
different partics, so that three-fourths of the members are still 
Liberal. We are now waiting for the assembling of the mem- 
bers to finish the present session. Nothing bas been yet 
heard on this point, notwithstanding it is very urgent that the 
Budget for India should be discussed. Mr. Myer, the Minister 
for the Colonial Department, seems, however, not to be ready. 
If we may believe the ministerial papers, thu Budget of Mr. 
Fransen van de Putte is to be totally reformed in a Conservative 
sense ; that is, the expenses for India are to be decreased and 
measures taken that our batig slot (the favourable balance of the 
revenues of India) shall be secured for the mother country. Of 
course this intelligence will cause much disappointment in India, 
but I think it better for them to trust in the Liberal majority 
of Parliament than in tho enérefilets of the Dagblad. The con- 
viction of the Liberals is that concessions must be made to 
India, and that the revenues of India must be spent in behalf 
of India. Much is said in our Conservative circles about an article 
in the London Shipping and Mercantile Gazette,relative tothecom- 
mercial relatious existing between England and foreign States. 
‘That journal argued :-—“ As regards the Netherlands the Dutch 
Government cannot, or, at all events, do not, as yet sce the ex- 
pediency of abandoning the privileges reserved to the Dutch 
Enst India Company under ‘Ireaty. Double Difterential Duties 
[!] are, we believe, still levied in the Dutch Ports of the Indian 
Archipelago, aud the interest which maintains this system is 
still strong and resolute. ‘The rapid rise, however, of Singapore, 
and the facilities afforded to the commerce of those seas by the 
employment of steamers, must have the effect of diverting the 
foreign trade from such ports as Batavia and Lombok to those 
in the neighbouring region, where it can be pursued without the 
disabilities which attach to it in the Dutch ports ; and thus, it 
may be hoped, the evil will work its own cure.” ‘The Conserva- 
tives decline to admit the truth of this reasoning, and thus 
their attitude will force the evil to work its own cure. It is 
already a vast stumbling block in their path that a good deal of 
the private imports from Java in our harbours are conveyed by 
English ships. Dut is not this the fault of most of our ship- 
owners themselves, who prefer to wait two or three years for 
their ships to be chartered, at a high rate, by the Trading Com- 
pany rather than make an extra voyage on their own account, as 
the ship-owners of Eugland, France, and Hamburg do? The 
old system is worn out. 

In my last letter I told you, according to the declarations of 
our representative at the Federal Dict, that our Government de- 
clined to take part in any course of action which should imply 
@ recognition of the continuance of the Federal Pact. ‘This 
conclusion scems not to be right, because Mr. Von Scherff is 
still in Francfort and attends the sittings of the Diet. This, 
of course, confirms the opinion that the Federal Pact is not 
dissolved by the present war between Prussia and Austria, 
Contrary to the conviction of our present Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, we areobliged to wait for our province of Limburg being let 
loose from the Dict in a legal way. In the meantime, we haveevery 
reason to be very content that tho Limburg Contingent is ex- 
empted from mobilisation. The war, however, has a very 
prejudicial influence upon our trade, which is really in a state 
of inertness. For home consumption but a very few  transac- 
tions have taken place, and there is yet no likelihood of any 
material improvement in the business with foreigners, Much 
disappointment has been experienced at the Bank raising its 
discount to 7 and 7} per cent. The news brought by the last 
mail, that some important failures bad again taken place in 
Java, caused much sensation. I hear that in consequence 
thereof somo of the Indian orders are withdrawn. 





His Excellency the Chinese Commissioner, Ping-chun, and 
suite arrived here on the 26th June from England, This visit 
had an entirely unofficial character. After they had visited the 
Hague and Amsterdam, where they inspected all worth seeing, 
tho foreign visitors started for Hamburg. Our Minister of 
Foreign Affairs had a very long conversation with his Excel- 
lency, which is said to be the prelude to a duly accredited em- 
bassy. Ping-chun seemed to be delighted with Amsterdam. 
Several times he said, “ Here I should like to live; this town 
is much finer than Paris and London.” The following im- 
prompiu we owe to his poetical feeling :— 

TO HOLLAND. 

A famous country, and of old renown ; 

There, where centuries ago the sea raged, wild and disordered, the 
strawberries ripen, the corn-ears grow. 

Long bridges unite distant river banks, and vessels glide prettily along 
broad canals ; 

Long rows of houses sparkle in the moonlight, whereunder the streams 
glitter as brightly as precious stones. 

Thanks, kindly thanks we owe to them by whore knowledge this was 
accomplished, whose energy was great, to whom the country owes its 
Prosperity. 

Such faculties, such works, such exertion must never be forgotten.

In the last number of the Batariaasch Handlesblad are two 
very interesting articles about the steam service between Java, 
Queensland, and Sydney, We are told that the Government 
of Queensland sacrificed about £10,000 to make two trials 
with the steamer Souchays, and the paper thinks that the 
Indian Government will nowgrant a subsidy, in order that the 
line may bo continued and the company definitively constituted. 
But, of course, this cannot be done without the consent of our 
Home Government, and I havo reasons to believe that Mr. 
Myer is not willing to allow this, notwithstanding the line 
would prove to be highy profitable for both the countries. 

Tae East India Railway Company held its annual meeting 
on the 19th June. The report, which was inserted in the 
‘Staats Courant of the Ist inst. proved that the fiancial con- 
dition, as well as tho progress of the works, was satisfactory. 
It was stated that in the year ending the 16th June 2,810 
lasts of railway materials, representing a value of 796,750f., 
wero shipped. It was regretted that the capital wanted for 
the construction of the Batavia-Buitenroz line could not be 
found in tho present critical state of the money market. 

Your readers in India will remember that Mr. T. J. 
Stioltjes was rcleased from duty by Mr. Fransen van do Putto 
without the epithet “honourable.” The present Minister, Mr. 
Myer, ho wever, has now rehabilitated the high reputationof 
this gentleman. 

His Majesty has appointed Mr. Fr. MacNab Vice-Consul nt 
Sydney ; Prince Pangeran Adhipatti Ario Mangkoe Negow at 
Souracarta his Adjutant Extraordinary ; and granted an annual 
pension to ex-Ministers Mr. Fransen van de Putte of 3,327f,, 
and to Mr. J. H. Gcertsema of 516f.
